of  Jericho.  Thus  she  hid  the  spies  arid  n^ 
directed  their  pursuers,  an  honorable  action 
fiom  the  perqiective  of  the  Israelites.  The 
spies  fay  low  until  their  pursuers  left.  Rahab 
ined  the  opportuniw  to  expreas  in  words 
the  saliem  jrointi  of  her  bunding  faith:  the 
Lord  has  given  you  this  land  (2:0);  she  had 
heard  of  the  Lord’s  great  acts  of  deliveranoe 
on  Israel's  behalf  (2:10);  and  she  admitted 
tire  Lord’s  renrtatian  caused  a  heart-felt 
arudety  as  the  Israelites  approached  Jericho 


is  not  ac¬ 
companied 
by  action,

(James 
2:17:  NIV). 
Rahab 
took  the 
decisive 
action  to 
hide  the 
spies  on 

her  roof  (Josh.  2:6).  She  also  agreed 
to  the  spies’  condhioa  not  to  teUarw- 
one  about  them  (2:14).  Additionally, 
she  lowered  them  to  safety  through  her 
window  (2:15).  Her  bouse  was  part  of 
the  city  wall.  TTie  gates  had  been  closed 
after  those  pursuing  the  spies  left.  Ra- 
hab’s  window  was  the  oiuy  avenue  of 
escape.  The  two  spies’  lives  were  liter¬ 
ally  m  Rahab’s  hands.  The  faith  she  first 
expressed  in  words  found  fuller  expres¬ 
sion  in  her  actions  toward  the  two  spies. 


3.  Faith  Rewarded 
(Josh.  6;22-n) 

Many  things  transpired  before  the 
Israelites  conmiered  Jericho.  They 
crossed  the  Jordan  River  (Josh.  3).  They 
set  up  12  atones  at  Gilgal  to  rrilect  on 
God’s  provisioH  in  drying  up  the  Jordan 
(Josh.  4).  The  men  were  circumciaed, 
the  people  partook  of  the  first  Passover 
meal  in  tlM  Promised  Land,  and  JoAoa 
had  a  vision  of  the  commander  of  the 
Lord’s  army  (Josh.  5). 

Jericho's  walls  fell  because  Joshua 
^  the  people  put  faith  in  the  Lord's 
instructions  and  obeyed  His  com¬ 
mands.  With  Jericho’s  defenses  de¬ 
stroyed,  Joshua  commanded  Rahab 
and  her  household  to  be  spared  (6:17). 
He  directed  the  two  spies  to  seek  her 
out  and  to  deliver  her  entire  family  ia 
accordance  with  their  oath  to  her  (6:22;

He  notices  because  He  cares  about  us 
and  loves  us.  He  notices  because  of  His 
covenant  refationahip  with  His  people 
and  His  priests.  Under  a  aky  teeming 
with  uncountable  atara  in  Genesis  15, 
God  cut  covenant  with  Abram  to  bring 
forth  a  nation  of  fiuthftil  worshippers 


who  would  follow  God  and  lead  other 
nations  to  do  tiie  same.  God  promised 
Abram  uncountable  eenerations  of  faith 
and  a  homeland.  God  pledged  the  provi¬ 
sion  and  protection  of  His  presence  and 
power.  In  the  days  of  Moses  and  Aaron, 
God  set  apart  the  tribe  of  Levi  as  prieste 
to  connect  the  people  witb  God  through 
worship  and  sijcrince.

Eaidi  church  must  provide 
documentation  from  the  IRS 
that  th^  are  a  501  (C)  ( 3)  or¬ 
ganization  and  tax  exempt  to 
each  of  their  utility  providers. 
Some  churches  may 

thave  documentation 
from  the  IRS  stating 
that  they  are  a  501 
(C)  (3)  diaritable 
organization.  If  so, 
all  you  have  to  do  is 
copy  the  document 
and  submit  it  to  your 
utility  companies. 
Knowing  that  most 
churches  do  not  have 
this  document,  the 
Department  of  Rev¬ 
enue  has  graciously 
provided  an  easy  and 
reasonable  way  to 
accesa  these  exemptions. 

The  Department  of  Rev¬ 
enue  has  placed  on  its  website 
(www.dor.ms.gov)  a  form  tha* 
can  be  downloaded,  complet¬ 
ed  and  sent  to  each  provider. 
This  affidavit  must  be  nota¬ 
rized  and  signed  by  a  repre¬ 
sentative  ofthe  church.  In 
mainr  churches  it  will  be  the 
ChainiMn  of  the  Trustees,  or 
it  could  be  someone  else  «rho 
has  been  granted  this  author¬ 
ity^  the  congregation. 

This  form  must  be  submit¬ 
ted  EVERY  yw  to  receive 
these  exemptions  the  follow¬ 
ing  year.  To  receive  these 
exemptions  for  the  remainder 
of  2012.  beginning  with  the 
July/ August  billing  cycle  you 


must  provi^  this  documenta¬ 
tion  immediately.  The  sooner 
340U  do  so  the  sooner  raur 
exemptions  begin.  Also,  you 
must  do  this  again  in  D^ 
cember  2012  to  receive  these 
benefits  for  the  entire  year  <rf 
2013.  Put  it  on  ^ur  cnurcb 
calendar  to  remind  you  to  do 
it  every  December  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  war.
